4, ‘I could neither move myself nor 
the machine. Although only a second 
or two coming, it seemed an age to 
me. To my great relief it struck 
another piece of rock just above me, 
and this turned its path a few inches 
from where I stood. ‘ 

“In another case I was trying to 
photograph a raven’s nest on a steep 

elsh inland cliff. Just as I was 

utting the camera in its position it 
ecame dislodged, and saw it 
bounding down the cliff side. It fell 
about fiftv feet and then disangnenred 
over the ledge. Descending, I looked 
over, and there to my delight I saw 
it caught in a bush, and subsequent- 
ly found it so little damaged that I 
was able to use it later. 

“I was once attacked by tramps 
while on a lonely road. One threw a 
stone at the camera, but hit me on 
the head instead, knocking me sense- 
less. I found afterwards that he was 
making off with the camera when e# 
man came up and seized him. 

“Somtimes on these explorations 
I get home ote ie me years 
ag urgeste: a . detective 
Ao ee Whol ahiss was a Chine 
joke, because by showing them some 
of my pictures I was able to prove 
that I ‘took’ birds, but only with the 
camera.” 

Mr. Pike's interest in birds began 
when he was a little boy, who start- 
ed tuking. photographs of them in. 
stead of taking their nests. Since 
then he has photographed hundreds 
of rare birds, including the buzzard, 
in their native wilds, 
their nests, and has also invented a 
special camera now in use among 
naturalists not only in this country, 
but all over the world.

| Bisteudivd cuumiuttees nave judged the 
| use of music tuo much from tne rel- 
| gious standpoint. Until recently many 
| of our good leaders believed that 
| musical instruments, theatres, and 
Operas were the tnings of Satan. 
Some of these things have their right 
| place in the education and art-life of 
the people. ‘There is ever efore uz 
the tear of becoming too world n.inJ- 
ed, and so Art suffers; development 
is arresteu. 

The Listeddfod is the meeting-place 
of the Welsh as a people, and it must 
not be forgotten that the world 
| mineasures the standard of the music 
| by what is hesrd thereat, The atand- 
| ard varies but little from yeur to year. 

Knowledge, however, is spreading and 
| the Welsh people are taking a wider 
outlook Luu art, and we ae hopetul 
| it will ere long have its rightful place 
in the national life. It behooves 
| our Eisteddfod leaders so to direct the 

working of the venerabie institution 
| that it may always encourage and +t 
| its seal upon all efforts which, have tor 
' their object the placing of Wales upois 
a high pedestal in the world of Art. 
Then, indeed, it will deserve the title 
by which we so delight in calling it,
